More cash into landfill 


Next year town will seek $5.5 million more for cap 


By Brian Davidson 

Almost no one at Town 
Meeting voted to dump article 
43, which asked for $500, “ged to 
continue capping the 22-acre 
landfill on Ledge Road. 

The half-million dollars will 
be spent on the design, engi- 
neering, testing and permitting 
for the second phase of the pro- 


ject, which involves capping the 


front half of the landfill. The 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection has 
required that the entire landfill, 


| which is surrounded by wet- 
| Any time the town wants to 


lands, be capped again, as the 
old capping no longer adheres to 
state standards. 

The Board of Selectmen, 
Finance Committee, Board of 
Health and Conservation Com- 
mission all recommended 
approval of the article. Resi- 
dents heeded their call, passing 
the article with a 260-11 vote. 

Town Meeting approved $2.2 
million back in 1999 to close the 
back half of the landfill. It was 


| originally thought that only the 


back section needed capping. 
Since then, environmental 
assessments have found that the 
front half needs to be capped as 


| well, meaning the $2.2 million 
would only cover phase one of 


the project. 

“The first phase hasn’t been 
completed because we don’t yet 
have approval from the state,” 
said Public Works Director Jack 
fe submitted our plans 
to the DEP over a year ago and 
haven't heard back. We can’t 
borrow (the $2.2 million) until 


we have an approved plan.” 

Bruce Haskell, the engineer 
who has been involved with the 
project for 10 years, said the 
purpose of the two-phase plan is 
“primarily to provide a safe area 
for continued recreational use.” 

The area is currently home to 
Andover Little League, with two 
baseball diamonds and a soccer 
field. Petkus said as the back 
half of the landfill is being 
capped, the front half of the field 
will be available to play on, and 
vice versa. 

“If we did it all at once we'd 
be kicking the kids off for a sub- 
stantial period of time,” he said. 

After the landfill is capped 
properly, all fields will be 
replaced, and two more baseball 


diamonds and another soccer 
field will be added. 

“The money that we’re ask- 
ing for tonight is to develop 
these exact plans,” said Haskell 
during the final night of Town 
Meeting this Monday. 

Former Little League Presi- 
dent Peter Malaguti urged resi- 
dents to support the article on 
behalf of the 1,300 Little Lea- 
guers in town. 

“I’m hoping someday my 
grandchildren will be able to 
play on these fields,” he said. 

The construction for phase 
two will cost $5.5 million, 
according to Petkus. An article 
to fund the construction costs 
will likely be presented to next 
year’s Town Meeting, he said.

NDOVER RESIDENTS, LIKE ALL PEOPLE, want their 
As ernment free of fraud and financial misman- 
agement. They want their tax dollars overseen by 
honest, eagle-eyed professionals. 

They also believe that the people charged with 
overseeing an audit of the town’s financial statements 
should not be the same people who run the town. 

That is why residents rejected a Town Meeting 
article to establish an audit committee that would 
have included one member each from the Board of 
Selectmen, School Committee and Finance Commit- 


tee. These board members are involved in creating | 
and recommending the budget to Town Meeting. | 


They influence how Andover operates. So it did not | 


pass the smell test with residents to also have them 
on an audit committee meant to oversee the search 
for problems. One dishonest person could yield too 
much power. 


However, that does not mean Andover should not | 
have an audit committee. It should — and it can. | 
Andover has many bright, experienced, committed | 


people. We're confident there are volunteers who 
would serve on a strong, independent audit commit- 
tee that could improve the way Andover taxpayers’ 
money is handled. The mess in North Andover - 
where the resignation of the superintendent has led to 
a scramble to understand his budget — shows that it is 
important for many people to have a fuller under- 
standing of town finances. 

If an independent audit committee is established, 
town officials committed to fiscal responsibility and 
top-flight management can still ensure an indepen- 
dent auditor’s findings are addressed.

lic education that could be had. 
Nothing was more important. 

Over the last two decades, 
politicians have repeatedly 
| called for “no new taxes” and 
| “lower taxes.” As this philoso- 
| phy swept across the United 
| States and the “flattening” of 
| the world economy has become 

a reality, resources devoted to 
| the education of our children 
have become inadequate. 

During this time, Second 
and Third World countries have 
come to realize that the long 
term success of their society is 
predicated on the education of 
their children. These societies 
have been pouring funds into 
their public schools. Their chil- 
dren now outscore our children 
| on standardize math tests. We 
should be ashamed of this fact 
and must recognize that we are 
| failing our children. 

At last week’s Town Meet- 
ing, a slide was presented that 
demonstrated that Andover’s 
spending on its students was 
“average” when compared to 


other “comparable” communi- 
ties. Personally, I do not think 
an “average” education is an 
acceptable or desirable goal. 
We should strive to give our 
children a “first rate” education. 

While there are many 
Andover families who are bare- 
ly able to meet their daily 
expenses, there are also many 
Andover families who are 
financially well off. The aver- 
age sale price for a single fami- 
ly home approaches $700,000 
and many Andover families 
have cars that cost more than 
$50,000 and/or send their chil- 
dren to private schools which 
cost in excess of $25,000 per 
year. Clearly these families 
have large disposable incomes 
and they can afford to con- 
tribute a larger share of their 
disposable income to the edu- 
cation of our children. 

I would like to propose that 
Andover consider instituting a 
graduated property tax which 
would be used exclusively to 
fund our children’s education. 
The goal would be to create a 
public school system that is on 
par with the best of private 
schools. Families whose homes 
are assessed above the average 
assessment value would see an 
increase in their property tax 
while those families whose 


home are assessed in the top 
quartile would see a larger 
increase in their property taxes. 
There would be no change in 
the property taxes of those fam- 
ilies whose home assessment is 
in the lower 50 percent. 


To readers who are in the |, 


group of residents who would 
have to pay higher property 
taxes (as am I): don’t send me 
an e-mail pleading poverty. | 
don’t believe you. We can 
afford it and we owe it to our 
children to provide them with 
the same high quality public 
education that we received as 
children. Also do not send me 
an e-mail to tell me that you 
believe Andover’s schools are 
perfectly adequate; I disagree 
with you. While we have first 
rate teachers and administra- 
tors, who work very hard, their 
hands are tied by a lack of 
resources. 

To compete successfully in a 
global economy, we need to 
provide our children with a first 
rate public education. The 
future success of our society 
mandates it. Further, I believe 
this can be done without bur- 
dening those members of our 
community who are already 
stretched to the breaking point.

For millenniums mental ill- 
nesses were thought to be the 
“point of no return.” Grassroots 
families, unable to accept 
defeat, united in small groups to 
lear from each other and advo- 
cate for those we love. These 
small groups evolved into The 
National Alliance for the Men- 
tally Ill. Family passion drives 
our battle for brain research and 
greater health insurance parity 
to achieve wellness for whole 
families. 

NAMI designated the ’90s to 
be the Decade of the Brain and 
spotlighted the most neglected 
organ of the human body that 
was a mystery for centuries. 
Through struggle, sacrifice and 
perseverance it has been estab- 
lished that brain disorders are 
physical disorders that can be 
treated, although waiting lists 
for treatment are disgracefully 
long. Knowledge grows while 
finding does not. Attitudes about 
mental illnesses have improved, 
but not fast enough to save many 
lives.

Members have now suc- 
cessfully outgrown their present 
facility. The recovery process 
requires persistent care, commu- 
nity participation and action. On 
April | PAC members, families 
and friends joined together to 
officially kick off a series of 
fund-raising events for “A Home 
of Our Own,” a building where 
visions, membership and pro- 
grams can expand. PAC mem- 
bers have planned and invite 
everyone to their PAC team that 
will participate in the NAMI 
WALK, May 6, at Artesani 
Park, Soldier’s Field Road, 
along the Charles River.

Violence: The first refuge of the incompetent?

Spending on schools not limited to school budget, Say officials

NDOVER VOTERS HAVE 
GIVEN the schools $55.1 
million to spend educat- 


ing students next school year. In 
the school budget, that is. 

But many other town depart- 
ments also contribute to the 
schools, meaning parts of those 
budgets are spent to benefit the 
schools as well. 

In reality, Andover likely will 
spend more than $75 million on 
school-related costs next year, 
according to town projections. 

The School Department’s End 
of Year Financial Report projects 
that Andover will spend $15.8 
million on school-related ser- 
vices this year (2005-06) that 
were not included in the school 
budget — a 3-percent increase 
over the previous year. 

“We don’t yet know what the 
(final) figure will be,” said Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski. “But 
we know it will be a bit bigger.” 

School officials told Town 
Meeting this kind of spending is 
not unusual. When they com- 
pared Andover spending to simi- 
lar communities’ spending, they 
found Andover overall school 
spending to be “average.” 

“Those (expenditure) numbers 
are comparable to levels of sup- 
port in other communities,” said 
School Business Administrator 
Evan Katz.

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Adopted daughter inspires Mom’s social activism 


Margot Bixby will be honored for her Habitat for Humanity and ABC work

EETING MARGOT 
Bixby on Monday 
Just wasn’t going 
to happen. There 
was a restorative yoga class 
before Town Meeting and she 
religiously attends both events. 
Tuesday morning she had her 
swim class, followed by pre- 
cious time spent with her elder- 
ly mother. 

Interrupting those moments 
was simply out of the question. 

The bubbly and pleasant 
Bixby may be 71 this year but 
she remains more energetic and 
active than many people half 
her age. 

She’s squeezing in an award 
ceremony next Thursday night, 
and the funny thing is — it’s for 
her. Well-known around town 
for her social activism, Bixby 
was a leader during the found- 
ing days of the local A Better 
Chance and Habitat for Human- 
ity efforts. The Lawrence His- 
tory Center will honor her next 
Thursday, May 11, for her 
devotion to affordable housing 
issues. 

“Oh, that,” she politely said 
over the telephone during a rare 
pit stop to her Abbot Street 
home on Monday afternoon. 
“It’s very nice.” 

While Bixby might have lit- 
tle to say about her accomplish- 
ments, Andover’s Preservation 
Commission chairwoman was 
happy to expound. Bixby’s 


social activism over the years 
has helped so many people, 
especially immigrants in 
Lawrence. 

Hers is an important story to 
share, said Karen Herman. 


Habitat for Humanity 

“Affordable housing, it’s the 
dream, the trampoline out of 
poverty. Merrimack Valley 
Habitat for Humanity is provid- 
ing the key to that dream 
because of people like Margot 
Bixby,” said Herman of 
Andover. 

Herman, who is on the board 
of directors at the Lawrence 
History Center, researched and 
wrote an article on Bixby’s 
numerous successes that will be 
shared at the ceremony. 

The Bixby family is a key 
part of that success. 

Bixby and her husband, 
George, have four grown chil- 
dren. It was their adopted 
daughter, Barbara, who intro- 
duced Margot Bixby to housing 
issues plaguing the poor in 
Lawrence. Barbara had lived in 
the Lawrence Essex Street pro- 
jects before coming to Andover. 

“Barbara was the reason 
Matgot became passionate 
about Habitat for Humanity,” 
Herman said. 

A successful fight with can- 
cer slowed her down temporari- 
ly but she was back to volun- 
teering in the early 1980s when 
an article about Habitat for 


Humanity caught her eye. The 
group needed a go-to person for 
a new program in Lawrence. 

“Margot immediately volun- 
teered to be on the steering 
committee,” Herman said, 
adding that a meeting with 
President Jimmy Carter fol- 
lowed and so did some door 
banging as Bixby sought to find 
money to pay for new houses 
for the poor. She was success- 
ful, and the local chapter of 
Habitat for Humanity began 
building houses. A dream was 
launched. 


A Better Chance 

Christ Church in Andover 
was the inspiring force for A 
Better Chance. 

Responding to the ideals of 
the Civil Rights movement of 
the 1960s, Bixby become 
involved with ABC, which 
offers educational opportunities 
for young African-Americans 
to enroll in good public schools. 
Currently, the program is locat- 
ed on Main Street and its five 
minority residents attend 
Andover High School. Bixby 
volunteered to be on the ABC 
steering committee. She then 
joined the student selection 


committee and the first board of 


directors and still maintains a 
strong connection to the pro- 
gram. 

“Margot and George Bixby 
and their family hosted three 
students with whom they still 


maintain relationships,” Her- 
man said. 

Involvement with the 
League of Women Voters and 
Parents League followed, and 
She has been named a Citizen 
Who Cares. 

All the while, Margot Bixby 
was a teacher and volunteered 
to work with special needs chil- 
dren at Stowe and Bancroft ele- 
mentary schools in town. 

“Ultimately, Margot worked 
for the larger ABC organization 
in Boston for five years where 
she placed students,” Herman 
said. 

Herman said it is important 
to salute hometown heroes like 
Bixby. 

“Through the vision and 
efforts of Margot Bixby, the 
dream of owning a home is a 
reality for many. We are all ben- 
eficiaries of that,’ Herman said.

this medal, and I’m very happy to be here and 
still alive,” Heliotis said, back home in 
Andover. “Eleven million of us liberated 
France and they were very honorable to give 
us that medal.” 

But Heliotis’ part in the war was unique 
and historical, spanning the battle for Nor- 
mandy, the frigid Battle of the Bulge and time 
as a POW at the mercy of his captors. 

At 19, he stormed Utah Beach in Nor- 
mandy as part of D-Day. He was part of the

was hiding out behind a 
farmhouse in rural Sud- 
zot, hoping to catch Ger- 
mans off-guard.

next thing I know, they 
were all over the place,” he said, recalling his 
close encounter with the Nazi military group. 

The attacking soldiers burned the farm- 
house and a nearby barn, Heliotis said.

Instead, the man who would soon return to 
the states and start a 37-year career at 
Raytheon was taken hostage. 

“Tt was pitch dark that night,” Heliotis said,

“] jumped off and into the water, ice and 
everything,” he said. “I saw the blood in the 
water.” 

He was hit by shrapnel, in the side and the 
left leg. Waist-deep in cold water and not 
knowing where else to go, he ran back to a 
farmhouse controlled by the Germans. From 
there he was taken to a hospital. About 10 
months later, the war was over and Heliotis 
was liberated. 

“When you're in a battle, all you're think- 
ing about is how long you can stay alive,” 
Heliotis said. There was no time for fear o1 
worry, he added 

“They've got the guns on us, so we do what 
they tell us,” he said 

Sixty-two years later, after a sunny drive up 
Interstate 89 in Vermont, Heliotis stood to 
receive his medal. His wife, 
daughters and grandchildren were in atten- 
dance 

Military personnel lined the room and Ver- 
mont Gov. James Douglas spoke. President 
Bush wrote a note of recognition that was read 

“I’ve never seen so much brass,” Heliotis 
said of the ceremony 

And then there were the French, the men 
Heliotis fought to help and the people he con- 
siders brothers in arms since the American 
Revolution. 

The medal, he said, was an honor, even if 
the way he received it was a bit unusual 

“When they hand you the medal, they want 
to kiss you, the Frenchmen.” he said

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Putting the home in home theater 


Caruso Audio Video aims to show big entertainment can fit into any room

This company’s only show- 
room is tucked in between a nail 
salon and a hair salon in a back 
corner of a second-floor retail 
space in Park Street Village. 

Visitors feel like they are step- 
ping into someone’s home, as the 
space is decorated warmly and 
comfortably. There are two couch- 
es, a fireplace, a dining room table 
(adorned with a bottle of Brut 
champagne and flowers) with four 
chairs and, of course, three high 
definition televisions and a top-of- 
the-line music system. It’s the 
high-tech systems that matter 
most in this retail space, even 
though the equipment takes a 
backseat to the homey atmos- 
phere. 

“That's what we want,” said 
Rich Robbins, the project coordi- 
nator at Caruso Audio Video Inc., 
the new custom home theater 
music systems business at 63 Park 
Street Village.

“We do all sorts of home and 
commercial business and we do it 
from start to stop,” Robbins said. 
“If you have a new house, we'll 
install, help you pick out the prod- 
ucts and show you how to use 
everything.” 

His showroom tour included 
seeing and hearing a high-end 
Parasound Halo music system 
through custom speakers made by

catch a Red Sox game in the company’s homey showroom in Park Street Village. 


Triad. The speakers are made to 
order and are typically painted to 
match a customer’s decor. 

“We can get these painted or 
order them to match the wood- 
grain of a table — whatever you 
want,” Robbins said. 

Nearby, an imitation backyard 
garden featured speakers in fake 
rocks that are safe to keep outside 
and keep a low appearance profile. 

“And, so are those,” Robbins 
said, pointing to speakers in the 
ceiling that are safe for outdoors. 

The North Reading native 
worked for years at Cambridge 
Soundworksalong with Caruso. 
Caruso founded this company in 
2002 and Robbins soon joined 
him.

Is it Lawrence or ‘New City’? 


ESSN , 
Why would you do that! It was both an 


exclamation and a question, and the inference 
was that Lawrence is a place to avoid, a place 
of high poverty and crime. The words were 
aimed at me when I'd said that my wife and I 
had just spent a couple of hours driving 
around Lawrence. 

Those of us who saw Lawrence before its 
decline remember that the city was once a 
good place. Lawrence and its suburbs, 
Andover, North Andover, Methuen, and, to 
some extent, Salem, were connected in many 
ways. The area was called “Greater 
Lawrence" by everyone, and there was a com- 
munity of interests between the city and its suburbs. Folks in the 
suburbs drove cars and buses into Lawrence to work, shop or be 
entertained. Big, healthy, locally owned stores, such as Sutherland’s 
and Macartney’s, welcomed shoppers. There were several movie 
theaters, and before that, vaudeville shows. The major banks were 
locally owned and most were headquartered in Lawrence. A big 
percentage of Greater Lawrence's white collar jobs were in the city. 
Most of Greater Lawrence's professionals had offices there. (I start- 
ed my law career in the city’s premier spot, the Bay State Building.) 
[here were several good restaurants, locally owned and operated, 
and it was safe to park your car or walk at night to go to them. 

Until the 1950s, the giant textile mills along the Merrimack 
River provided much of the blue collar work in the area. The mills 
were the reason Lawrence existed. Lawrence was created in 1845. 
Six square miles of Andover and Methuen farmland were pur- 
chased along both sides of the Merrimack River. Although the pur- 
chased place was originally called “New City,” it was finally named 
“Lawrence” because Abbott Lawrence and his brothers were the 
primary entrepreneurs responsible for the enterprise. 

Lawrence became one of the first mill cities in America and the 
first “created” city built exclusively for mill purposes. These mills 
needed cheap labor and America’s immigration policy provided it. 
Thousands of Irish, Scots, Italians, and French-Canadians came to 
find a better life. At first they were mostly young women. The pop- 
ulation of the city exploded. 

The mills built up around the river created the first connections 
between the towns and the city. Some of the owners of these mills 
and the businesses that served the dense population of the city lived 
or moved to the greener surrounding towns. And, as the children 
and grandchildren of the immigrants accumulated capital, they too 
moved to the suburbs. Lawrence had a beautiful residential section 
called Tower Hill, but it was small and quickly used up. 

There was also a reverse connection because the Andovers and 
Methuen developed their own mill facilities and immigrant popula- 
tions. These immigrants had families and the population of the 
towns increased. Many of the workers who lived in the suburbs 
commuted to Lawrence to work in the big mills, especially during 
the Depression 

Being the population and economic center, Lawrence became a 
social center. At the turn of the 20th Century, the trolley from 
Andover to Lawrence was very busy on Saturday nights and ran late 
into the night. Some of the men who went to find social activity in

Lawrence met Lawrence women and married them, usually bring- 
ing them back to the suburbs to live and raise children. 

But the economy of Lawrence was a house of cards, and the 
foundation folded. Following World War II, labor costs in the 
Northeast were too high for the mill owners and, in the 1950s, the 
textile industry literally went south. Mill cities like Lawrence, Low- 
ell, and Manchester declined quickly. Lawrence was the hardest hit. 
With their jobs gone, some of the blue-collar population of 
Lawrence moved, many of them following the mills southward. 
The unemployed and underemployed workers who remained had 
trouble paying their rents. As average income in the city declined, 
so did rents and the condition of buildings. By the 1960s, the eco- 
nomic failure was obvious. The Massachusetts welfare system then 
allowed some degree of local autonomy, and Lawrence offered gen- 
erous benefits as well as cheap housing. This attracted new immi- 
grants, many of them poor, unemployed Latinos. Of course, for the 
immigrants, the declining city had no jobs. 1 remember walking 
through the airport in San Juan, Puerto Rico, and seeing a booth 
with a sign advertising the fact that Lawrence, Mass. had the best 
welfare program in America. Somebody was making money off 
that alleged fact, but I didn’t have time to make inquiries. 

The tenements that had been filled with mill workers’ families 
were now largely inhabited by people who lived on welfare checks. 
The old ethnic neighborhoods felt the pressure of encroachment by 
the new immigrants. The clash of cultures soon led to violence, cul- 
minating in riots that made national news for two days, including 
the MacNeil-Lehrer News Hour, which showed “...gangs of Latino 
youth and gangs of white youth were throwing molotov cocktails 
and that police were called to restore order.” (That’s from the 
WGBH Web site.) 

I was in the Caribbean at the time, and the story was very big 
news there. While the local population understood that the scope of 
the riots had been exaggerated by national news outlets, the riots 
were indicative of Lawrence’s problems. Any of the old retail busi- 
nesses still left in Lawrence closed or relocated. Many of the white 
collar professionals opted for the suburbs. Suburbanites stopped 
coming to the city when crime rates rose. 

And, of course, there were other reasons why the suburbs no 
longer cared about Lawrence. In the conclusion to a 1985 column I 
wrote that “the manufacturing plants and high-tech industry of the 
suburbs dominate the economy of the area, and these new facilities 
have brought new people to the towns. They are affluent and often 
from areas far from Lawrence — both in distance and culture. Their 
only connection with Lawrence is that they live a few miles from it. 
Frankly, they don’t have much interest in Lawrence, and I’m not 
sure why they should. Their ancestors didn’t live or work there. In 
honesty, we must admit to ourselves that the connections are not 
nearly as strong as they once were and may well weaken more in 
the future. Many people who live in the towns consider those towns 
not suburbs of Lawrence but of Boston, where the people work and 
entertain themselves. To them, Lawrence is an old mill city that had 


a riot a courde of summers ago. In other words, a place to be avoid- | 


ed. Those people don’t have a real connection with Lawrence and 
really don’t give a darn about it. Should we blame them?” 

Who would question the accuracy of that conclusion? However, 
in the past few years the city has shown signs of a rebirth. Of 
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course, it will never again be the economic or social center of 
“Greater Lawrence,” but things are changing in the city and some- 
thing good is happening. Although the median household income of 
$28,000 is still $14,000 below the national median, it is improving, 
and property is being cleaned up all over the city. The real estate 
bubble did not bypass Lawrence and the value of a residence in the 
city increased an average of 125 percent in the last five years. 
Employment is up, with many Lawrencians working in Andover at 
Raytheon, Gillette, and Hewlett-Packard. The city has developed its 
own professionals and businesspeople. The crime rate has dropped, 
and is only a little above the national average. 

When my wife and I drove around, we liked what we saw. We 
started in the northern half of Lawrence. The neighborhoods felt 
safe, not like inner city neighborhoods, not like the same area felt 10 
years ago. We drove the length of Essex Street, and it was busy; 
although still a little shabby, it was better than a few years ago. 
There were many new local businesses, and we noticed several pro- 
fessional offices. There was a solid police presence, the kind any 
good city has learned is crucial. 

Tower Hill is much better than 10 years ago with spots of signit- 
icant improvement. The future scenario for Tower Hill is that the 
big, old homes will become condominiums to provide owned hous- 
ing at reasonable prices. Lawrence will never be a place for the 
wealthy to live. Good grief, there’s enough of those areas already. 
Perhaps in the near future or even now, people who have been 
priced out of other area housing markets will find that Lawrence 
offers an alternative. 

We drove by the mill buildings and saw an indication that some 
upscale condos are being planned near the clock tower. It'll be 
interesting to see how that goes. The river views from the mill build- 
ings are an untapped asset, as far as I know, and there is no shortage 
of buildings with those views. City planners have long seen these 
buildings as the “gateway” to Lawrence’s future. Some have hoped 
that big employers would come into them. Maybe that will happen, 
maybe not. More likely, the buildings will trend, as they have for 
years, toward smaller employers and perhaps residential use. 

But what is more important than the mill buildings are the peo- 
ple who now live in Lawrence. They are mostly immigrants or 
descended from recent immigrants and they, like immigrants popu- 
lations of old, are improving their lives by working, buying and fix- 
ing real estate, creating businesses, and making their own neigh- 
borhoods and community. This community should be compared to 
old Lawrence. The history of Lawrence is hardly relevant to the 
city’s future. Most of the people who live in the city could care less 
about the city’s history or the mills, and why should they? 

Maybe the original name for Lawrence, “New City,” should be 
restored.

parents face when confronting 
childhood obesity is how to help 
their son or daughter lose weight 
without destroying them psycho- 
logically.

two overweight children comput- 
er-generated images of what their 
kids would look like when they 
turned 40. It wasn’t a pretty pic- 
ture. 

Then she took on the kids, who 
seemed to have been spending a 
lot of time staring at the TV or 
playing video games. To their 
great consternation, she emptied 
the house of junk food, fed them 
tofu stir-fry and, in general, initi- 
ated a cold-turkey conversion to a 
healthy lifestyle. 

Julie Mastroianni watched the 
show with her 10-year-old daugh- 
ter Alicia, who has successfully 
lost weight under medical super- 
vision after her pediatrician ex- 
pressed concerns about high 
blood pressure. 

“We were dumbfounded,” she 
said. “I didn’t disagree with the 
scare tactics for the parents, be- 
cause I think a lot of people are in 
denial. But then you had the nu- 
tritionist coming to the house and 
forcing foods on the kids right 
away they didn’t like .*. I felt sorry 
for these children.” 

The scorched-earth approach 
taken by TLC’s Hark is the exact 
opposite of what Mastroianni ex- 
perienced when she took Alicia to 
the University of Pittsburgh’s 
Weight Management and Well- 
ness Center in September. 

“The minute we stepped in 
there, no one said to Alicia, 
‘You're fat.’ It was never talked 
about as a negative, but rather 
along the lines of, ‘We're here to 
teach you how to be healthy.’ It 
was all positive.” 

There’s a simple reason for 
that, said Dr. Dana Rufey, a psy- 
chologist at the center. If parents 
take an overly controlling atti- 
tude toward losing weight, chil- 
dren will find themselves pushed 
into stealth tactics: sneak eating, 
overly large portions or eating 
outside the home. 

“I talk a lot about parents not 
becoming the food police,” said 
Rufey. “If food is ‘forbidden,’ you'll 
have kids testing limits in no 
time.” 

Still, some children do need to 
be shocked out of complacence, 
argues Dr. Danine Sella Fruge, a 
wellness specialist at the Pritikin 
Longevity Center and Spa in 
Florida. 

Very often, the parents who 
bring overweight children to the 
Pritikin Center are doing so as a 
last resort, usually after the child 
has rebelled against all other 
forms of intervention. 

“We often see that the family 
dynamics are about a struggle for 
independence from the child, who 
is saying, ‘I want to be my own 
person and I want to make my

own mistakes,” said Fruge. 

Children also need to under- 
stand that their overweight con- 
dition isn’t necessarily perma- 
nent, said Dr. Kathleen Hall, 
founder of The Stress Institute 
in Clarkesville, Ga., and an ex- 
pert on mind-body health. 

“To say, ‘I’m fat,’ is a static di- 
agnosis, and I tell young people 
to look at it as a transitory thing 
that can be changed,” she said. 
“The body is plastic, malleable, 
and the situation they’re in is by 
no means permanent.” 

Alicia Mastroianni already 
has found that power, says her 
mom, who noted that her daugh- 
ter has lost 7 pounds since visit- 
ing Pitt’s Wellness Center last 
fall. 

There wasn’t a lot of junk food 
in the house to begin with, but 
after in-depth discussions with 
the center’s staff, “we realized 
she was drinking strawberry 
and other flavored milks at 
school, which are loaded with 
sugar. 

They strongly suggested she 
pack a lunch instead of buying it 
in the cafeteria.” 


Portion size was another is- 
sue. Alicia was encouraged to 
drink a glass of water about 15 
to 20 minutes before eating, and 
if she was still hungry after- 
ward, to drink another glass. 
Only then, if she was still hun: 
gry, she should have a second 
helping. 

The Wellness Center’s staff 
showed her what a healthy 
plate of food looked like, what 
portions should be vegetables 
vs. bread or a starch, and told 
her about a Web site that listed 
acceptable snacks. They also 
taught her how to read nutrition 
labels. 

Nowadays, when Alicia goes 
with her mother to the super- 
market, she knows what to look 
for. 

“She’s really in charge of her 
own behavior now, and she feels 
good about it,” Mastroianni 
said. “Now she’ll pick up a box 
of cereal and look at the label, 
and she’ll say to me, ‘We’re not 
going to buy this, there’s too 
much sugar.’ 

“Those words are music to my 
ears.”

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Easing the prep routine 
or a colonoscopy

For many people, the worst part 
of having a colonoscopy is the 
necessary clearing of the diges- 
tive tract before it’s administered. 

Whether the test is done with 
conventional flexible scopes run 
through the lower intestine or the 
newer “virtual colonoscopies” 
that use noninvasive CT scans, a 
good diagnosis requires a clean 
colon. 


“Bowel preparation must be ef- 
fective and needs to thoroughly 
cleanse the colon, because the le- 
sions we are looking for can be 
quite small,” said Dr. Michael 
Brown, a gastroenterologist at 
Chicago’s Rush University Med- 
ical Center.

survive at least five years. 

Yet the American Cancer Soci- 
ety calculates that only about 42 
percent of people who should get 
a colon screening _ including 
everyone 50 and older _ actually 
get one. If everyone did, it might 
save as many as 30,000 lives in the 
United States a year. However, 
experts concede that colono- 
scopies can have a miss rate of up 
to 10 percent. 

Although the prospect of the 
procedure is understandably 
daunting, screening experts say 
newer types of endoscopes, cou- 
pled with mild sedation, make it 
relatively easy and mostly pain- 
less.

and just plain angry, to eating 
anything that doesn’t get up and 
run away. 

Lifelong fitness, however, is 
more achievable from a balanced, 
more moderate approach. From a 
“fitness-centrist” mind-set we can 
work toward balance and consis- 
tency - not unsustainable perfec- 
tion. 

If you’ve ever defied play- 
ground safety rules and tried 
maintaining your balance while 
standing atop a see-saw, each foot 
straddling center, you know it re- 
quires constant effort to maintain 
that point of balance. It’s much 
easier to plop down to one side or 
the other. 

It’s equally hard for us to main- 

tain balance while pursing fitness. 
All of one and none of the other 
can be easier to attain than disci- 
plining ourselves to be consistent- 
ly balanced in our activity and 
food choices. The inevitability of 
“all,” though, is that one day most 
of us end up snapping to “noth- 
ing.” 
Never allowing chocolate cake 
drives you to a chocolate cake 
binge. Excessive exercise can eas- 
ily result to burn-out or even an 
injury. So even though it will re- 
quire effort, work instead toward 
a balanced, middle ground by us- 
ing a few guidelines. 

Shift modes frequently. Shift 
through varying degrees of 
physical activity by performing 
structured cardio workouts four 
to five times a week and resis- 
tant exercises twice a week, be- 
ing fundamentally active - i.e., 
taking the stairs instead of the 
elevator every day of the week - 
and taking at least one day of 
each week to rest. 

Be moderate. In all your fitness 
efforts exercise moderation. As a 
wise man once said, “The race is 
not always given to the swift, but 
rather to he who endures until 
the end.” In other words, pace 
yourself and work with longevi- 
ty and consistency as your over- 
riding goals. 

Bank calories. A concept dis- 
cussed in James Ferguson’s, 
“Habits Not Diets,” which sug- 
gests if you plan to and decide 
ahead of time to calorie splurge, 
to make up for it in advance. You 
can do so by saving a few calo- 
ries here and there so that a 
three-day average doesn’t ex- 
ceed your total calorie needs. 

So that even a trip to Cold Stone 
Creamery doesn’t have to shoot

tients, the toughest part is getting 
the bowel ready for a close-up. 

Traditionally, this has meant a 
diet of clear liquids for 24 hours, 
and chugging more than a gallon 
of a none-too-palatable liquid 
cleansing agent that makes some 
patients gag and nauseated even 
before they’re tethered to their 
bathrooms during the purge. 

Most digestive specialists and 
screening labs offer patients sev- 
eral options of the super-laxative, 
including several newer drugs 
that contain sodium phosphate, 
which work efficiently by pulling 
large amounts of water into the 
intestines. 

Being able to take these prod- 
ucts in split doses and, more re- 
cently, in pill form, has improved 
the colon prep routine for many 
people over the last several 
years. 

But a recent study, by kidney 
specialists at the Columbia Col- 


lege of Physicians and Surgeons 
in New York, also found that the 
drugs may cause chronic kidney 
failure in some people. 

They identified 31 kidney pa- 
tients who suffered kidney dam- 
age from phosphate toxicity, 20 of 
whom had taken oral phosphate 
drugs before colonoscopies. 

The researchers noted that 
several factors might contribute 
to kidney problems in those tak- 
ing the phosphate preps, includ- 
ing inadequate hydration, a histo- 
ry of high blood pressure and tak- 
ing nonsteroidal anti-inflammato- 
ry drugs like ibuprofen and Cele- 
brex. 

While this finding is a concern, 
Dr. Douglas Rex, director of en- 
doscopy at Indiana University 
Hospital in Indianapolis and past 
president of the American Col- 
lege of Gastroenterology, noted 
in a January article that the bet- 
ter results from phosphate drugs 
and the still relatively rare kid- 
ney damage make the phosphate 


drugs worth using, although per- 
haps at a reduced dose. 

And just last week, the Food 
and Drug Administration ap- 
proved a next-generation tablet 
form of the drug, called Osmo- 
Prep. 

It contains about a quarter less 
sodium phosphate and requires 
taking 32 pills in two rounds, com- 
pared with 40 pills with the origi- 
nal drug, called Visocol. Both are 
sold by Salix Pharmaceuticals 
Ltd. 

Rex said the new tablets should 
make “colonoscopies simple for 
both the physician and the pa- 
tient. It represents a new choice 
for patients unable to tolerate 
high volume liquid preparations.” 

In tests on about 700 patients, 
the drug’s main side effects were 
nausea, bloating, dizziness and 
abdominal pain, but none of the 
subjects experienced any signifi- 
cant kidney problems, according 
to company reports filed with the 
FDA.

Zong offers the following tips: 

Start slow — Many people take 
up a fitness routine to help lose 
weight and get in shape, however, 
the heavier you are, the more 
pressure there is on your feet —a 
result of pure gravitational force. 
“To get started, try low impact ex- 
ercise where foot impact is less of 
a factor, such as swimming or bik- 
ing,” Zong says. 

Proper gear — Make sure you get 
comfortable shoes/sneakers that 
are appropriate for the activity 
you'll be doing. “Before you jog 10 
miles with a new pair of running 
shoes, break them in a bit,” he 
says. However, if sneakers aren't 
comfortable at the time you pur- 
chase them, chances are they 
won't become comfortable, so 
don’t bother buying. 

Stretch the tootsies — “Keeping 
the muscles, ligaments and ten- 
dons of the feet stretched and 
warm is an important way to 
avoid foot injury,” Zong says.

Zong offers the following tips: 

Start slow — Many people take 
up a fitness routine to help lose 
weight and get in shape, however, 
the heavier you are, the more 
pressure there is on your feet —a 
result of pure gravitational force. 
“To get started, try low impact ex- 
ercise where foot impact is less of 
a factor, such as swimming or bik- 
ing,” Zong says. 

Proper gear — Make sure you get 
comfortable shoes/sneakers that 
are appropriate for the activity 
you'll be doing. “Before you jog 10 
miles with a new pair of running 
shoes, break them in a bit,” he 
says. However, if sneakers aren't 
comfortable at the time you pur- 
chase them, chances are they 
won't become comfortable, so 
don’t bother buying. 

Stretch the tootsies — “Keeping 
the muscles, ligaments and ten- 
dons of the feet stretched and 
warm is an important way to 
avoid foot injury,” Zong says. 
Stretch feet, ankles and toes be- 
fore and after workouts. 

Be a flop — If you join a gym or 
health club, make sure to take 
along a pair of flip-flops for post- 
exercise showers. “The wet, 
steamy atmosphere of a gym 
shower or even the deck of the lap

important thing is to get into a 
drug plan now. If you miss the 
May 15, 2006, deadline, you will in- 
cur a penalty of 1 percent per 
month for each month that you 
delay.” The next open enrollment 
begins Nov.15, 2006, so you will 
pay at least 5 percent more for 
your premium every month for 
the rest of your life. Cahill says, 
“This is insurance, like house or 
car insurance. Buy it now, and get 
peace of mind. 

“It’s like shopping for a car,” 
she continues. “First, decide 
which features are important to 
you, and what you are willing to 
pay. Do you just want to get from 
point A to point B, or do you want 
all the options?” 

It’s likely more than one plan 
will fit your needs, so don’t be- 
come obsessed with finding the 
“perfect” plan. If your needs 
change, you can switch plans next 
fall. 

The main thing to remember is 
that you have time, Cahill says. 
“You can sign up anytime before 
May 15, 2006, so don’t feel rushed.” 
And you can change your mind. 
Once you choose a drug plan, if 
you find one you like better, you 
can switch any time before your 
coverage begins in January, and 
once more between January and 
May. 

Plan comparison information is 
available at 1-800-Medicare (800- 
633-4227) or on Medicare.gov. You 
can also get help from a variety of 
community organizations, your 
local Social Security Administra- 
tion office, ssa.gov/mediinfo.htm,

available, an alcohol- based in- 
stant hand sanitizer such as 
Purell will do the job. Purell kills 
99.99 percent of the most com- 
mon germs that may cause ill- 
ness.” 

From the workplace, the home 
and school to our cars, trains 
and planes, germs are every- 
where. Even during activities 
such as exercising, playing, 
shopping, going to the movies, 
attending sports events and 
commuting, we are coming in 
contact with germs. 

In an effort to promote good 
hand hygiene in these and other 
places, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention has rec- 
ommended that alcohol-based 
instant hand sanitizers be used 
when soap and water are not 
available. 

Dr. Charles Gerba, professor 
of environmental microbiology 
at the University of Arizona has 
extensive experience in study- 
ing the world of germs. 

According to Dr. Gerba, many 
people know there are germs in 
bathrooms, but may not realize 
that the computer keyboard at 
work or the sponge in the 
kitchen can be even filthier than 
a toilet seat. 

“In tests I have conducted I 
have found that portable toilets 
actually have fewer germs by 
far than outdoor playground 
equipment, escalator handrails, 
shopping cart handles and pic- 
nic tables,” Gerba says. “Yet in 
a national survey of 1,000 adults, 
more people ranked the 
portable toilets as the germiest 
of all those places, and they 
thought that garbage cans have 
more germs than kitchen sinks. 
This list of places where germs 
can hide is extremely useful be- 
cause it makes people aware of 
places they might not normally 
think to practice good hand hy- 
giene.” 

Some of the 99 places where 
germs lurk include: 

At work — elevator buttons, 
phones, shared ink pens; 

At the gym — exercise machine 
handles, mats; 

When traveling — subway and 
bus poles and handles, gas 
pump nozzles; 

At school — shared toys and 
books, cafeteria trays, play- 
ground equipment; 

At home — pets’ toys, light 
switches, thermostats; 

When shopping — escalator 
handrails; public rest rooms, 
shopping basket handles.

Protect your head. Moderate to 
severe head injuries early in life

Springtime is a great time for 
walking. With April showers giv- 
ing way to May flowers, many of 
us are heading outdoors to get 
some exercise. And walking is 
one of the best, as well as one of 
the most economical, methods of 
exercise. In fact, the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control tells us that 
people of all ages benefit from 
brisk walking five or more times 
a week. Of course, walking can be 
difficult if not impossible, when 
our feet hurt. 

“This is especially common in 
the elderly and in overweight peo- 
ple,” says Dr. John M. Hurchik of 
Andover Podiatry.

The results of a re- 
cent survey from the American 
College of Foot Surgeons sup- 
ports the argument that foot pain 
does not have to be accepted as an 
inevitable consequence of aging. 
People over the age of 65 who had 
foot surgery to correct painful 
foot problems were very happy 


with the results. They reported 
they were more active than they 
had been prior to the surgery, and 
were enjoying social and recre- 
ational activities more than they 
had in the past. In fact, 85 percent 
of them said they’d recommend 
foot surgery to others their age 
with painful foot problems. Many 
people shy away from consider- 
ing foot surgery because they’ve 
heard stories about difficult re- 
coveries from friends or relatives 
who had surgery years ago. But 
with advances in surgical tech- 
niques and technologies less inva- 
sive procedures are now available 
that can have you back on your 
feet in a much shorter time peri- 
od. 

Overweight people can get 
trapped in a vicious cycle. Obesity 
aggravates foot problems such as 
heel pain and flat feet; sore feet 
make it hard to exercise and lose 
weight. Without exercise, obesity 
worsens and exacerbates pro- 
gression of diabetes, heart dis- 
ease and other serious health 
threats. Breaking the cycle often- 
times requires the combination of 
short-term anti-inflammatory 
medication, shoe gear modifica- 
tions or orthotics, and the use of 
alternative types of exercise that 
can be done until the feet are 
ready to hit the walking paths 
again.
